BIOGRAPHY (Highlights) 

Actor and baritone, David Serero, has received 
international recognition and critical acclaim from all over 
the world. At 39 years old, he has already performed more 
than 2,500 concerts and performances throughout the 
world, in more than 45 countries. He starred in over 100 
films and TV series, recorded over 50 albums and played 
more than 50 lead and title roles (in several languages) 
from the opera, theatre, and musicals repertoire. In New 
York, he starred Off-Broadway as Shylock, Cyrano, 
Othello, Barabas, Yiddish King Lear, Don Giovanni, 

Figaro, Romeo, Nabucco...and in Paris as Don Quixote 
(Man of La Mancha) and Happy Mac (Beggar' Holiday). 

He entered the prestigious WHO'S WHO AMERICA for 
demonstrating outstanding achievements in the 
entertainment world and for the betterment of 


contemporary society. In 2019, he received the Albert 
Nelson Marquis Lifetime Achievement Award, the Morocco 
Day Distinguished Achievement Award, and the Trophy of 
the Culture of Morocco, and was named among 
the fifteen most influential moroccan worldwide by 
Morocco's airline: Royal Air Maroc. David Serero is a 
member of the RECORDING ACADEMY and of the 
TELEVISION ACADEMY and a voting member both of the 
GRAMMYs and EMMYs. In 2020, he received the Award 
for Diversity by the UNESCO in Paris. 

He has given concerts in Paris at the PARIS OPERA 
GARNIER, OLYMPIA, EIFFEL TOWER; in New York at the 
LINCOLN CENTER, CARNEGIE HALL, TIMES 
SQUARE; in London at the ROYAL COLLEGE OF MUSIC, 
WEMBLEY STADIUM; and in Moscow at the 
TCHAIKOVSKY HALL; in Amsterdam at the 
CONCERTGEBOUW, the BUDAPEST OPERA conducted 
by PLACIDO DOMINGO and more. He made his sold out 
WEST END debuts at the Dominion Theatre. He has sung 
more than 30 lead roles in Opera, Operetta and Musical 
Theater. In 2012, David Serero performed Don Quixote 
from MAN OF LA MANCHA in Paris and the title role from 
the revival of Duke Ellington's only musical: BEGGAR'S 
HOLIDAY and also starred in the cast album recording. In 
2013, David performed with JERMAINE JACKSON in 
YOU ARE NOT ALONE, a musical written, directed and 
produced by David Serero. He has also produced and 
arranged I WISH YOU LOVE an album of Jazz standards 



for Jermaine Jackson. In December 2013, David shared 
the cover of Theatre & Performances with Barbra 
Streisand in London, and made his BROADWAY solo 
debut at the Snapple Theatre in New York. In 2015 and 
2016, he played Off Broadway the lead roles of SHYLOCK 
(MERCHANT OF VENICE), and OTHELLO'S title role with 
both critical acclaim. In 2015, he performed two open air 
concerts on TIMES SQUARE (New York) for BEST OF 
FRANCE with the presence of the French President Mr 
Francois Hollande. He also played NABUCCO (Nabucco) 
in New York; and the title roles of DON GIOVANNI and 
RIGOLETTO at the CARNEGIE HALL. In his extensive 
discography, he has recorded Cast Album Recording of 
iconic roles such as Shakespeare's RICHARD III and 
World Premiere adaptations. David is also the founder, 
artistic director and producer of several festivals: Paris 
Musical Film Festival, London Musical Film Festival, 

Opera and Broadway Festival of Deauville with Casino 
Barriere, American Sephardi Music Festival, New York 
Sephardic Jewish Film Festival (Producer). 

During the 2017/2018 season in New York, David Serero 
starred as CYRANO DE BERGERAC (Rostand), DON 
GIOVANNI (Mozart), BARABAS (Marlowe's Jew of Malta), 
KING AHASUERUS (from musical Queen Esther's 
Dilemma), KING LEAR (Jacob Gordin's The YIDDISH 
KING LEAR), NAPOLEON'S title role from NAPOLEON by 
Stanley Kubrick. 



For the 2018/19 season in New York, David stars as 
NABUCCO's title role, ROMEO (Shakespeare's Romeo 
and Juliet in a Jewish adaptation), FIGARO (Mozart's 
Marriage of Figaro) and OTTO FRANK (Anne Frank, The 
Musical). 

For the 2019/20 season in New York, David will return as 
Shylock (Merchant of Venice), World premiere of new 
musical "Lost in the Disco" (with Film director Lisa 
Azuelos), Jerusalem by Verdi, Eugene Onegin's title role, 
Napoleon (one man musical play written by David Serero), 
among others. David will create the 1st Opera Festival of 
Morocco. He returns Off-Broadway with "Anne Frank, a 
Musical" in October and November 2020.

BIOGRAPHY: 



Born in Paris in 1981, David Serero started his 
career in musicals and theater in New-York (where 
he lived for 3 years). Then in 2002, David Serero 
discovered Opera. In 2004, he moved to St 
Petersburg (Russia) to study at the Rimsky- 
Korsakov Conservatory in the Opera and in the 
Dramatic Theater department. That same year he 
made his operatic debut singing Scarpia (Tosca) and 
Germont (La Traviata). From his acclaimed debut, 
David received an invitation to be part of the 
prestigious Young Soloists Academy of the Mariinsky 
Theater in St Petersburg, Russia, founded by Valery 
Gergiev and directed by Larissa Gergieva. He 
became the first "non-Russian" to be part of the 
Academy. He has toured in France, Germany, Italy, 
Spain, Belgium, Russia, USA and Israel. In 2006, 
David Serero made his European debut singing 
Escamillo (Carmen), his most signature role, at the 
Brasov Opera in Romania, staged by Cristian 
Mihaielescu. David Serero received the high 
distinction of "Ambassador of the city of Brasov" 
from the Romanian government for his debut 
performance. In 2007, he returned to sing the parts 
of the Four Villains (Tales of Hoffmann) in that same 
company. That same year, David made his U.S 
debut singing Alfio (Cavalliera Rusticana) & Tonio (I 
Pagliacci) in Harrisburg, PA. He received critical 



acclaim for his acting qualities. At 26 years old, 

David Serero is the youngest French opera singer to 
make his U.S debut. (Source A.F.P). In 2008, David 
Serero performed the part of Escamillo (Carmen) at 
the Livermore Valley Opera (San Francisco, CA) 
staged by director James Marvel. Invited by the 
conductor Richard Beswick (ex-Artistic Director and 
Producer of the legendary label Decca in London for 
20 years), he made his France debut with Doctor 
Malatesta (Don Pasquale), with the Centre 
Philharmonic in 2008.Thanks to the Encouragement 
Prize that he received from the Bizet Foundation, 
David Serero performed the part of Zurga (Pearl 
Fishers) in Romania. During 2009, David Serero 
performed the roles of Enrico (Lucia di 
Lammermoor) and Escamillo (Carmen) both in 
Florida, USA.Mr Serero has performed the parts of 
General Bourn (La Grande Duchesse de Gerolstein / 
Offenbach) and the Vice-Roi (La Perichole / 
Offenbach), both for a total of 70 
performances. David Serero participated in the 
Operalia competition (founded and directed by 
legendary tenor Placido Domingo) in Hungary 2009. 
During this competition, David Serero was featured 
in a documentary of Placido Domingo broadcast on 
the National Hungarian TV. David Serero was 
chosen to perform the part of Zapata (Le Chanteur 



de Mexico) for the 50th celebration of the operetta in 
Nice 2010. Mr Serero has performed a concert for 
the 80th Anniversary of Anne Frank in Paris with the 
sponsor of the Embassy of Netherland and 
Germany.
